baker, In northeast Washington. Ho
still 'holds out stubbornly, hut Is ex-
pected to yield to tho Inovltablo

of Four and-a-hal- f street took down
the ohjectlonahlo rules yesterday after-
noon and his old men nro now at work.
Tho lock-ou- t Is practically ended.

Thcro was not a baker's drucn of tho
journeymen at headquarters to day.
Baker Blair's four loeked-ou- t men wero
there, hut they did not appear to bo
worried over tho outlook.
